On   the  tiuent  y-third  day  of  September,   A.D.   1969,   I  luas 
appointed  as  a  Board  of   Inquiry  under  Section  13  of   the  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Code   to  inquire  into  the  above-mentioned  matter 
and   to  report   to  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission   in  accordance 
-UJith   the  said  Act.     Arrangements  luere  made  for   the  Hearing   to  be 
held  on  Friday,   October  24th,   at   the  Council   Chambers  of  the 
UJindsor  City  Hall. 
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When  I   openfid   the  Hearing  at   10:10  a.m.   it  u/as  clear 
--5*:   ':he  respondent,   Mrs.   Gross,   did  not  have  the  assistance  of 
counsel.     I   permitted  Pflr.   Frank  Harrington,   Counsel   for  ''he 
Commission,   to  read   the  charges,   and   then   I   adjourned  at   10:30  a.m. 
in  order   to  haue  a  discussion  ujith  Pflrs.   Gross  and  Pflr.  Harrington 
abou^   the  question  of  legal  counsel  for  Pflrs.   Gross.     In  Chambers 
she  insisted   that   she  did  not  luant   to  retain  a  lau/yer.      I  arranged 
for  Pflr.   Laujrenson,    the  Deputy  Legal  Aid  Area  Director  for  Essex 
County  to  interv/ieuj  her,   but   he  reported  that  PHrs.   Gross  luanted 
no  adjournment   and  no  lamyer.     (lYlr.   Laiurenson's  letter  addressed 
to  lyir.   Leujis  is  in  the  files  of   the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission.) 

At   this  stage  IVlrs.   Gross  indicated  she  luas  interested  in 
discussing  terms  of  settlement  with  lYlr.   Harrington.     At  this 
point,   I   resumed  the  Hearing  for  the  purpose  of  announcing  a  further 
adjournment  until  2:00  p.m.   in  order  to  give  Fflrs.   Gross  an  opportunity 
to  discuss  settlement  luith   the  complainants  and   the  representatives 
of   the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission.     At   1:30  p.m.  I 
returned  to  discuss  the  proposed  terms  of  settlement  luith  the 
respondent,   the  complainants,   and   the  representatives  of  the 
Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission.     UJhen  all  concerned  indicated 
their  concurrence,  Pflrs.   Gross  signed   the  lYlemorandum  of  Agreement, 
and  lYlr.   George  Lewis  signed  on  behalf  of   the  Commission.  (The 
original  of   the  Agreement   and   the  Appendices  are  in   the  files  of  the 
Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission.) 

At   2:30  p.m.    I   resumed   the  Hearing  for   the  purpose  of 

reading  out   the  Agreement.     Upon  the  concurrence  of  Filrs.  Gross 

and  lYlr.   Harrington   I   indicated  my  approval  and  adjourned  the 
I nqui  r y .

2.  To  invite  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Michael  McCuray,  Mrs.  Dolorus  Banks  end  Philip 
Alexander  to  seek  suitable  accorrjnodations  vith  me,  and  to  apprise  them 
of  all  vacancies  up  to  October  2k,  1970*    Scheaule  A  records  their 
addresses  and  telephone  numbers.    Presently,  Ihave  no  vacancies.  My 
present  tenants  and  the  designation  of  the  units  they  occupy  are  set 
out  in  Schedule  B  attached  herein. 

3.  To  forward  a  letter  (as  appended)  to  each  of  the  community  organizations 
3j.sted  in  Schedule  C  attached  hereto,  setting  forth  my  present  fair 
accommodations  policy  and  inviting  these  agencies  to  refer  applicants 
for  tenancy  to  me. 

k.  To  post  an  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  Code  card  prominently  and 
permanently  in  the  entrance  way  to  my  building  at  3I6  Chippawa  St. 

5.  I  a£;ree  to  co-operate  fullv  wit.b  t.hf^  nnmrpx^cinn ^  its  representatives 
or  agents  in  any  subsequent  investigation,  consultation  or  revie'w 
which,  from  time  to  time,  may  be  deemed  necessary  with  respect  to 
the  implementation  of  this  agreement  and  the  furtherance  of  the  aims 
of  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code.

PURSUANT  TO  THE  ONTARIO  HUMAN  RIGHTS  CODE,    R.    So   Oo    197  0, 
Chapter  318,  Section  16,  I  HEREBY  CONSENT  to  the  prosecution 
of  Mrs.  Maria  Gross,  of  the  City  of  Windsor,  in  the  County 
of  Essex,  for  failure  to  comply  with  an  order  of  the  Minister 
of  Labour  dated  the  26th  day  of  November,  1971,  which  provides 
as  follows : 


"UPON  tne  recommendation  of  the  un-cario  Hainan  Riahts 
Commission  dated  the  25th  day  of  November,  1971, 
wherein  it  was  shown  that  the  respondent,  Mrs,  Maria 
Gross  failed  to  comply  with  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  the  report  of  a  Board  of  Inquiry  submitted 
to  the  Ontario  Humcin  Rights  Commission  on  the  14th 
day  of  October,  1971,  that: 


'I  feel  that  damages  should  be  assessed  against  Mrs, 
Gross  on  the  basis  of  inconvenience  and  annoyance 
caused  to  Miss  McKenzie,     For  these  reasons  I  recommend 
that  Mrs.  Gross  be  ordered  to  pay  Miss  McKenzie  the 
sum  of  $80,00  as  damages, 

'I  further  recommend  that  Mrs.  Gross  be  required  to 
indicate  in  writing  to  Dr.  Louis  Fine,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission,  an  intention 
to  comply  in  the  future  with  the  Ontario  Human  Rights 
Code. 
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•l  furtlier  recoramGnd  that  Mrs.  Gross  be  required 
to  list  with  the  Human  Rights  Commission  office 
in  Windsor  all  vacancies  in  any  apartment  under 
her  control  for  a  six  month  period, 

*I  recommend  that  Mrs,  Gross  be  required  to  pay 
the  sum  of  $80.00  and  to  write  to  Dr,  Fine  within 
a  three  week  period  from  the  making  of  an  order, 
should  the  Minister  see  fit  to  make  an  order,' 


'Pursuant  to  the  powers  vested  in  me  by  subsection 
6  of  section  13  of  The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code, 
1961-62; 


'IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  that  the  respondent, 
Mrs,  Maria  Gross,  do,  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of 
December,  1971,  comply  with  the  said  recommendations 
by  writing  a  letter  of  apology  to  Miss  McKenzie  and 
by  paying  her  the  compensation  therein  referred  to.
